THE TATE ELECTIONS—THE

TEENTH AMENDMENT—PENI
Frovw the N, Y. Herald,

The late elections have been very clogs in
Penunsylvania and Ohio, Onas way or the
othier the resnlt in Pennsylvania signifies
nothing, becanse in that State, beyond their
local issnes, there was reilly hothing at stake.
In Ohio the contest was of some national
importance in two sspects—first, in regard
10 the fifteenth smemdment, and secondly,
in reference to endleton, as the Damocratic
chanpion of Ohio aud the West for the Pre-
sidential succession.

Withh the wote of Ohio there would be a
Tair prospect of svouring the required ratifica-
tion by three-fourths of the States of the dif-
teenth amendment during the coming wintar,
With a Democratic majority in either branch
of the new Legislature the vote of Ohio will
be lost, and considering that California is
lost, and that the new Democratico-consarvn-
live Legislature of Tennessce is regarded oy
worse than doubtful, there is the probability
ef nhiteh in said smendment which may eavry
it over into the eleotions of next fall. The
whole number of States in the Union is thirty-
seven—three-fourths of thirty-six is exactly
twenty-seven; hbnot the thirty-sevenih State
will make twenty-eight required for the ratifi-
cation pending,
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Now, how stonds the case? The BStates
which have rmatifiod the amendment are
twenty, to wil:—Arkansns, Conneetiout,

Florida, Hlinois, Indiang, Kansas, Louisiana,
Maine, Mussachusotts, Michigan, Missour,
Nevada, Now Hawpshire, New York., North
Caroling, Penusylvania, South Oarelinn, Vir-
ginia, West Virginin, and Wisconsin,  'The
Blates which have rejected the amendment
are:—Delaware, Georgin, Ohio—thres, The
Btates which bave not yet acted on the ques-
tion are:—Alsbamn, Californin, Iowa, Koen-
tucky, Maryland, Minnesota, Mississippi, Ne-
braska, New Jeraey, Oregon, Rhode Island,
Tennessos, Texns, snd Vermont-—fourteon,
Of there States, Mississippi and Texas are
quired to ratify ps & condition of reconstrio-
tion—two: and lown, Minnesotn, Nebraska,
Rhode Island, and Vermont sre cortain—{ive
more, which will make in oll twenty-seven.

Wo want one more, and we huve these
Btates from which to get it, viz,:—Alsbama,
Californin, Delaware, Georgin, Kentueky,
Neow dersey, Marylond, Ohbio, Oregon, and
Tennesses, Now, as for California, Deloware,
Marviand, Kentucky, New Jersey, Orogon,
and Tennessoe, they mny be counted out, so
that our chances are rodnesd to Ohio, Ala-
bama, and Georgin, With a Hepablican
Lﬂgih]ug,ur._- in Ohju the thing i8 fixed withont
further difficulty: but in default of Olio n
little judicious diplomney on the part of the
administration may secura the one vote want-
ing on said au.o:‘ulnu::.l from Gieorgia or Ala-
bams.

THE LESSONS OF THE ELECTIONS.
From the N, Y. Sun,

As n necessary preliminary to earrying the
next Presidential election, the Demoorats are
proposing to win over to their standard some
of the States which hinve generully been He-
publican. We shonld like to koow whon,
where, and how they are going to begin.
Elections have just tuken place in Pennsylva-
nin, Ohio, aund Jowa, In view of the main
object they are trying to accomplish, the De-
maocrats, necording to all procedonts, onght to
have suceeeded in the two first-named States,
and seriously reduced the usunl Republican
majority in the last. But they have failed at
every point.

The Democracy fought the battla 1n thase
three States under every seeming advautage,
This was the year when, after trinmphing in
a Presidentinl election, the party in power
usnally loses its doubtful States. "The many
blunders of General Grant's ndministration
had spread demoralization through the ranks
of his supporters. Looking to the particulnr
States where the trinl wos to opcar, we 5
that Governor Geary had, for some reasoun,
provoked the enmily of powerful lenders of
the Bepublican party in Ponnsylvania, and
wns therefore a weak candidats; while Pendle-
ton was the idol of the Ohio Demaoerists, was
deservedly populsr with the masses of the
people, and being a prospective candidate for
the Presidency, the most streuuous efforts
were waede by his followers to sty him into
the Executive chair of the State,

Nor difl the Democtacy of those twao States
lnck confidence in their success in this
strogele. They went iuto the contest ap-
parently sure of victory, the elcotion of
Puacker being steadily predietad by  (heir
organs, while Pendleton bimself, a wan not
given to boasting, declured all throngh the
canvass that he should be chosen Governor of
Ohio by 20,000 majorily. And now tho re-
sult is before usg in the defeat of e’y of these
strong eandidates, with all Losiv collongnes on
the State ticlets, by moderate bat signifieant
mwajorities. As lo lown, tnongh the Domo.
erats did not anticipale succass. beoanse of
tho strong hold which the Lepablicra party
has always meintrined theve, they did expenst
to largely reduce itd majority, wharess in fast
they have searcely diminishod it at allk

Why have tha Democrats so signally failed
in achiaving the resulta they anticipated in
these important eleotions? 'Tle answer is
obvious. "o quote the language nscd by tha
f-,':'_,l, 48 sOmMme l[:;_\‘.-; sinoe, they have boon Lry-
ing to race with dead horses, and, of course,
they bave failed to reach the goal. Mora
than this, they hoeve thrust the offensive ro-
mnins of their dead stoods in the faces of
the people, who have turned sway from them
with loathing and disgust. In s word, and
without o figure, the Demoeratie leaders in
tlhese three States mads the fifteenth amend-
ment one of the main issnes in the recent
cantests, and they have been vebukad by de-
fedals as unexpected as they are instenctive.

These results should impress npon the
minds of the honest masses of the Domocracy
a serions lesson. They shonld teach them to
diseard the counsels of aristocratic and raac-
tionary journals and blind and cowardly poli-
ticions, and induce them to restore to the
creed of the party the liberal and progresiive
pringciples of Jefferson and Jackson, snd to
select ng their leaders statesmen who hove
wisdom enongh to discern the signs of the
times and courage enongh to act accordingly.

AFTER THE NEXT CENSUS —-WHAT?
From the N. Y. World,

We have little hopo of any far-reaching po-
litien! and fingneinl reforms until after the
censns of 1970; bhat we look forward with
reat contidence to the next decnde, During
the next ten years our politios will turn upon
quesiions of linaoece; ourrency, and taxation;
snd, owing fo the new geographical distribu-
tion of political power, the influence of the
West in our politics will e predominant.
The poprlation of the New ¥England States is
nearily slationary; in none of the States east
of the Alleghenies hes the progress of popu-
Intion kept pace with the marvellons growth
of the free and expansive West, Hnd it not
baen for the war, the infinence of the West in
this deecatde (1560-70) would have been fa
groater; the uppermost idea in the Western
wind being ordinarily material and indastrial
development——an  idea which has  been
eclipsed and overborne by the geoat eivil con.
vulsion consequent on tho Presidentinl olec-
tion of 1860—the year when the last census
was tdken, Before the new apportionment of
Lopresentalives on the basis of fthe next cen.
a8, the engronsing qnostions of this decade
will have ppueared from our politivs, and
the increased ascendancy of tha Woest will be
fully felt., **Westward the siar ol empire
tnkes its way:" and the woeight of ghat section
in the period between 1570 and [880 will be
inercnsed by the aconvlations of the two
preceding decades I the present decade
the West oy not wieldad the wwiluenoe due to
its increase of population from 1350 to 1860,

In questions purely finarcial the Wast and
the South arve natuval aliies—the chief in-
dustry of both sections being agrienlture—
and the influence of the South in national
polities has been practically abolished since
the census of 186D, DBug, during the next
decade, the Sonth will be in the Union with
increased power. ‘The South will have an in-
creased representation in Congress in conse-
gquence of the abolition of slavery, which will
cause floe-fifths of its colored population to
be counted, instead of fhree-filths s under
the last census. The weight of the South in
the national conncils will thus be incrensed;
and, from similarity of interests, the South
will reinforce the {\'u!st. and their joiub in-
fluence will operate as a nnit.  But the Wost
will take the lead, and the increass of its
Iepresentatives will enablo it to dictate the
polities of the nation.  After the next census,
the will of the West cannot be sucoessfully
rosisted; and all speculations respecting the
futnre conmo of our polities will go widely
astray, unnless they are based on a correct
estimate of thetendencinsof Western opinion,

There can be no doubt that the preiominant
sentiment of the West is vigoronsly opposad

to a protective tarilf, "Thers can be no bet-
tor proof of tlis than the fact ghat free-trade
doctrines nre making rapid progress among
the Republicans of that seotiow,  The two

most popular, able, influeatinl, and wideoly cir-
culated Repuhlican journals in the West—
the Chicago 0o and Clucinnati
cinl—are oul-spoken, intrepid advocates of
free trade, 'The intorests ol that section en-
list it on the free-trade side. The West
well as its natural ally, the Socth) is n eow.
